Firefighters were unprepared for the sight they were met with in Kuwait -- scores of oil wells sending plumes of red and 
orange flames 30 yards into the air. Oil lakes and soot blackened the sand. During the seven-month Iraqi occupation 
of Kuwait, more than 730 oil wells were damaged or set ablaze. Firefighting crews have been able to extinguish 584 wells 
since the effort began in March 1991. When the effort to combat the blazes began in March, it took an average of four 


days to put out one well fire. Now the teams are averaging 8.5 wells each day, according to oil Minister Hamous al-Rquba. 


Oil experts say that since the effort continued at the same rate, the wells were capped before the end of the year, earlier 
than the projected date of March 1992. The faster rate of progress has been attributed to the increase in the number of 
firefighting companies, the availability of needed equipment, the completion of the water system and the growing 
experience of the firefighters. Teams from the United States, Canada, China, Iran, Kuwait, Hungary and France are all 
working together to clean up this environmental disaster.

After much debate over who was right and who 
was wrong - Clarence Thomas, Anita Hill, the 
system itself - the United States Senate voted to 
confirm him. 

On October 18, 1991, Clarence Thomas became 
the 106th United States Supreme Court Justice. 


Life has not been the same for law professor 
Anita Hill since going public with allegations 
that Supreme Court Justice Clarence Thomas 
sexually harassed her nearly a decade ago. 

Hill was valedictorian of her high school in 1973 
and went on to Oklahoma State University as a 
National Merit Scholar, graduating in 1977 with 
a degree in Psychology. From there she went to 
Yale University to receive a law degree in 1980. 
Most friends and colleagues described her in the 
same way - - honest, sincere and a principled 
person. 

Although Thomas was confirmed, professor Hill 
insisted that by letting her story be known she 


had accomplished everything she set out to do. 


"All that's happened has made the general public 


much more aware of sexual harassment than ever 
before,” said Hill. 

She offered one piece of advice to victims of 
sexual harassment. "Try to find somebody you 
can trust and tell them," she said, "try to find 
somebody who can help make you feel that you 
are not at fault. Find someone you can trust 
because you can't take it all out on yourself, you

We can no longer afford for this to be our criteria 
for evaluation. Charles Osgood in a recent article sums up "pretty good” in a way that strikes at each of 
us. There once was a pretty good student, who sat in a pretty good class and was taught by a pretty good 
teacher, who always let pretty good pass. 


He wasn't terrific at reading, he wasn't a whiz-bang at math. But for him, education was leading straight 
down a pretty good path. 


He didn't find school too exciting, but he wanted to do pretty well, and he did have some trouble with 
writing, and nobody taught him to spell. When doing arithmetic problems, pretty good was regarded as 
fine. Five plus five need not always add up to be ten, a pretty good answer was nine. 


rhe pretty good class that he sat in was part of a pretty good school. And the student was not an excep- 
tion, on the contrary, he was the rule. The pretty good school that he went to was there in a pretty good 
town. And nobody there seemed to notice he could not tell a verb from a noun. The pretty good student 
in fact was part of a pretty good mob. And the first time he knew what he lacked was when he looked for 
a pretty good job. 

It was then, when he sought a position, he discovered that life could be tough. And soon he had a sneaky 
suspicion pretty good might not be good enough. 


[he pretty good town in our story was part of a pretty good state, which had pretty good aspirations, and 
prayed for a pretty good fate. There once was a pretty good nation, pretty proud of the greatness it had, 
which learned much too late, if you want to be great, pretty good is, in fact, pretty bad. “The Osgood 
File", 1966, CBS, Inc.

"status quo". We must see things differently. We must seize the opportunity to be better than we are and 
move from the mundane to the magnificent.

This year has been another great year for athletics at Crawford County Comprehensive High School. We are proud 
of our teachers, coaches, and talented student athletes who have worked hard to keep up a winning tradition. At 
CCCHS, we have always believed in and supported scholar athletes who compete in our athletic programs. These 
young students must maintain high levels of performance in the classroom, as well as on the athletic fields and 
courts. As I look back through the hour-glass of time, I can see today's athlete faced with many problems that did 
not exist for the athlete of the past. As I gaze into the future, I can see changes that must be made if we are to 
continue to progress in an ever changing society. 


A few years ago, students only had to pass three of their six classes in order to participate. (Many athletes ended 
up in college and even in the pros, yet, they could not read a book. They could only read a defense.) To upgrade 
the athletic program, the "no pass, no participation” ruling became effective which has had a significant impact on 
sports at all levels because athletes have to conform to a different set of criteria. They no longer have to pass just 
three class, but five out of six classes. Scholastic and achievement testing/evaluations are now major factors. All 
students are having to pass from the kindergarten through the twelfth grade. Students are even having to score 

higher SAT and ACT, plus maintain a higher GPA in order to get into college which challenges athletes today. 


Because of changes in our society, drug testing has become another issue. This era has seen great athletes fall 
victims to drugs. Now, drug testing is administered at the college and professional levels. In the future, I see drug 
testing administered at the high school level because there is a need for assurance that our athletes are not partici- 
pating in the use of illegal drugs. We have seen a great athlete become a victim of a sexually transmitted disease 
which warrants a greater need for more sex education. 


I see a need for athletes to become more concerned about their bodies, about what goes into them, a need for more 
discipline-self discipline on the part of the athlete, and a need for business leaders and educators to get together to 
bring about some of the changes and to stop procrastinating about where problems lie. We need to stop fighting as 
parents and educators in order to come together to accomplish these needed goals with our students and our 
athletes. 


As I take a final gaze into the future, I can see beyond the football fields, baseball fields, track fields, basketball 


courts, and tennis courts. I can see our athletes being prepared and having met the challenges of their every day 
living. Above all I can see them in the future as winners, not losers in the game of life.
